fA M E R IC A N women m ay not be interested 


in German war debts. 
But certainly the 
fact that their figures, their clothes, and their 
beauty parlors are the envy o f the modern 
young German will interest them. 
In fact, so determined are the presentday 
frauleins to achieve the Am erican girl’s beauty 
that they have gone in strenuously for diet and 
beauty exercises in their hope o f attaining the 
admired American feminine streamlines. 
W h o says this? 
One of G erm any's leading 
feminists? 
N o— a man, noted throughout the 
world for his diplomatic and political achieve­ 
ments, the Right H onorable R ichard von Kuhl- 
mann, formerly Germ any’s Secretary of For­ 
eign A ffairs, whose photograph is shown above. 
D r. 
von 
Kuhlmann, 
visiting 
the 
U nited 
States, says that not only the Am erican girl’s 
beauty but also her w ay o f living is of vital 


interest to her German sisters. 
“ Underlying most of G erm any’s much dis­ 
cussed youth movement,” he says, “ is the de­ 
sire to win the right to the same active inde­ 
pendence that the young Am erican woman has 
so long enjoyed. 


“ In the old days, every Germ an girl was 
taught to think about one thing only, namely 
marriage. 
H er entire education under the now 
vanished aristocratic code was directed solely 
toward 
making her attractive to 
a possible 
husband. 


* * T ) U T today, under economic conditions so 


strenuous that I trust no Am erican wom­ 
an w ill ever experience them, she is taught from 
the cradle that she will have to earn her own 
living. 
Therefore her education is directed ex­ 
clusively toward the breadwinning life ahead 
o f her. 
“ She has consequently forced open the doors 
o f every kind of business and profession, and 
today, for the first time in history, the young 
German woman is having something to say 
about her own private life.” 
T his statesman hopes that the girls of his 
country will quickly achieve the outlook and 


accepted independence of A m erican women. 
“ Y ou recall,” he explains, “ a few years ago 
Am erican youths decided to register a little pro­ 
test against social restraints. 
S o boys and girls 
went without any hats. 
“ W ell, in Germany, the young people, in 
order to show the older generation that they 
were free from their traditional cod e of puri­ 
tanical ethics, went in for nature cam ps where 
they wore no clothes at all.

GOODBYE^) REPARATIONS 


Reports from Berlin state that no props 
ion has been made in the budget of the Ger­ 
man government for the coming year for rep 
aration payments. The moratorium under which 
Germany is operating at the present time was 
only for one year, and the year expires now 
within a few months. 
Unless the moratorium 
is renewed, and France has practically stated 
that she will not renew it, Germany will be 
under legal and contractural obligations to make 
reparation payments as they come due. 
No one now expects that Germany will con­ 
tinue the payment. 
Many of the European 
governments to which reparations are payable 
are going on the supposition that they will not 
be paid. 
In their own budgets they make no 
provision for the payment of their international 
debts to England and the United States,, thus 
assuming beforehand that they are not expect­ 
ing any payments from Germany.
